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THE RITUAL OF 
HUMAN SACRIFICE

(THE IDEA of religious “sacrifice” is 

as old as the human race, i. e., we 
find this ritual in the oldest existing 
records of man, far older than his writ- 
ten or recorded memories. 


It seems to be an inherent trait of 
the human make-up. Today there is 
not a known nation, group or tribe, 
that does not have some form of ritual 
relating to sacrifice. 


It is used as a means for seeking con- 
tact with God. In some cases, man 
makes the sacrifice to appease a sup- 
posedly angry god; sometimes to 
“strike a bargain” with him; other 
times to give thanks and praise, or to 
express adoration. It all depends upon 
physical environment and mental atti- 
tude. 


Where something real exists, there 
are also counterfeits. The program of 
human redemption involved sacrifice. 
“The Lamb slain from the foundation 
of the world.” Pagan peoples, scattered 
over the earth, groping for God and 
desiring liberation from the shackles 
of sin, have counterfeited the real plan 
of salvation which came to humanity 
through the vicarious atonement of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


The things offered in sacrifice have 
varied in relation to circumstances, 
education, purpose and expected result. 





A non-military people occupied with | 
agricultural pursuits, usually offer the | 
fruits of their labors, while warlike na- | 


tives are prone to make sacrifices of 
something more than things produced 
in the fields. They, as history and ar- 


chaeology show, usually consider hu- 
man life the only acceptable offering to 
a bloodthirsty god. 


Our textbooks and reference books 
often misinterpret the facts and discov- 
eries of ethnology, anthropology and 
history. If we accept the Bible as the 
Word of God, authentic in its accounts, 
then modern scholarship has _ placed 
“the cart before the horse.” 


According to the Scriptures, man did 
not evolve from anthropoids through 
endless eons, but came into being by 
the fiat of God. The science of archae- 
ology now confirms the revealed Word 
as correct in this regard. 


Let me say that if the Bible did not 


describe the fall of man, archaeologists 


would do so, and in about the same lan- 





guage as Genesis. 


In the beginning man walked and 
talked with God, and received instruc- 
tion directly from the Infinite. Finally 
he got what the Greeks call “meglo- 
mania” (we would say, the bighead), 
and felt that he could depend upon his 
own wisdom. Man wanted to try his 
ability unaided, and he “fell” as a re- 
sult, losing fellowship with God. 


Man, after losing the God conscious- 
ness, was not unlike many young peo- 
ple of today when they cut the ties of 
home, father and mother. They find 
themselves at sea without compass or 
gleaming star to guide them. Man was 
lost in the vastness of the kosmos and 
the immensity of the darkness of his 
own intellect. He was lost! 





Now the question arose as to what 
modus operandi he could employ to 
find his way back home, and gain free. 
dom from the situation in which he had 
found himself. Could God be conciliat- 
ed? If so, how? 


Some kind of intuition told the hu- 
man family that from the dawn of eter- 
nity, a sacrifice had been consummated, 
according to an Infinite plan. God, 
who knows the end from the beginning, 
had already made provision for man’s 
redemption. 


Often, if a man wishes to conciliate 
someone to himself, he prepares gifts 
for that person, hoping thereby to cre- 
ate friendship. This is a trait typical 
of human nature. So the idea of concil- 
iating God by presenting something to 
Him came into existence. 


In following the Biblical account, we 
see the brothers Cain and Abel trying 
to conciliate God. We usually think of 
the death of Abel, by the hand of Cain, 
as murder. But was it really that, or 
could it have been the first recorded 
“human sacrifice!” I am not answering 
the question, but merely asking it. 


The point is this, at some time in the 
history of mankind, after the Fall, hu- 
man beings somewhere instituted the 
rite of human sacrifice, due to the no- 
tion that this form of sacrifice involved 
the most precious thing known to man, 
namely his own life’s blood. This, bear 
in mind, is not theology, but a state- 
ment of fact as archaeology must deal 
with the subject. 


GEZER 


The history of the land we now call 
Palestine began many centuries prior 
to the date usually thought, by the aver- 
age Bible student. The oldest known 
point of settlement in Palestine is, of 
course, at the Tell Jezari, or as identi- 
fied in western literature, Gezer. This 
ancient fortress and city lies some miles 
northwest of Jerusalem. Excavations 
have gone on there more than 30 years, 
but even now the work is not completed. 
However, the major portion lies open 
to inspection and study. 


The central part of the city is the 
“High Place,” the center where the 
community worshipped. This High 
Place was never covered by any kind 
of roof, nor enclosed by walls, but had 
a row of “standing” stones (mazzebahs) 
around it. 
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These stones were from 5 feet 5 inch- 
es, to 10 feet 6 inches high, all of un- 
hewn blocks set on end, and supported 
at the base by smaller stones. Eight of 
these “standing stones” still remain in 
position. 


Its length is north and south. It is 
full of “pot holes” circular in form, 
differing in diameter and depth. These 
holes were for the purpose of catching 
the blood of victims offered upon the 
altar. There is a great channel leading 
off the altar, which was used to carry 
the blood to a basin. This basin forms 
a cave. 


The entire area surrounding the cltar 
is devoted to a “child cemetery” where 
lie the remains of thousands of children 
varying in age from one week to three 
months. Reader, we are standing at an 
altar where child sacrifice was the pre- 
vailing ritual — the sacrifice of the 
“first-born,” the “firstfruits” of mar- 
riage and the family. 


The people whom we know as Ca- 
naanites, were permanently settled here 
and in full, complete possession of the 
land not later than 2300 B.C. They 
came from the east during one of the 
migrations that carried eastern peoples 
west. 


They were probably a part of the 
people known as Hyksos, or Shepherd 
Kings. They subdued and absorbed the 
people they found living there, took 
them from their homes which were 
caves, and built fortresses and_ build- 
ings over the homes of the aborigines. 
This is what occurred at Gezer. 


How much of the religion of the cave 
dwellers, the invaders adopted, cannot 
be accurately stated, but the ethical en- 
tity worked both ways. Portions of the 
two religions were formulated at length 
into rituals of the Canaanites. the ex- 
pression of which was validated at this 
altar. 


The burial of the sacrificed child did 
not always occur in the cemetery at the 
High Place. Where the body was inter- 
red depended upon the reason and pur- 
pose of the sacrifice. Let us illustrate: 





“JAR BURIALS” 


All these burials, were what is known 
as “jarburials.” We mean by that, the 
body of the child was placed in an 
earthen jar. The head was pushed in 
first in such manner, if the jar stood 
upright, the child stood upon its head; 
but in many cases the jar was placed 
in a reclining position. 


Sometimes earth or sand was used 
to fill the jar completely; then a 
“saucer” was placed over the top and 
the jar deposited in the cemetery. But 
all the children were not placed in this 
particular grave-yard. They are found 
in various places: 


(1) In or under walls or buildings, 
(2) beneath foundations, and occasion- 
ally beside finished buildings, (3) near 
a High Place or sacred enclosure, (4) 
in moats between two walls of a forti- 
fication, (5) ten inches under the floor 
of a house, and (6) in cremation caves. 


The first method of burial was al- 
ways in connection with the laying of 
the foundation and plans of a building. 
Here the oldest child of the family was 
offered in sacrifice to render the build- 
ing “lucky” and free from evil spirits. 


This form of sacrifice has never been 
found in Mesopotamia, the country 
from which Abraham came. The ritual 
was undoubtedly new to the Patriarch 
when he arrived among the Canaanites 
sometime during 2000 B.C. 


Here he saw it practiced on every 
side, and at every High Place in the 
land. After living and mingling with 
these people, the prototype of the Final 
and Great Sacrifice became well ac- 
quainted with their form of ritual. 


ABRAHAM 


God wished to put an end to this 
senseless, useless, cruel and inhuman 
form of worship, and at the same time 
“test” the faith of the Patriarch. The 
Heavenly Father also wished to teach 
Abraham a lesson in anticipation of the 
Sacrifice that was ultimately to be made 
on Golgotha. 


So Abraham was instructed to take 
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his favorite son and, following the ex- 
ample of the Canaanites, offer the child 
as a human sacrifice. 


The good man complied in every de- 
tail; built an altar upon the High Place 
of Mount Moriah, now beneath the 
Dome of the Rock of the Mosque of 


throughout the Near East. It even got 
back to the original home of Abraham, 
Ur of Mesopotamia. So striking was its 
influence upon the minds of the people 
of those times, that a goldsmith in the 
temple of Zin made a statue of wood, 
gold, and precious stones as a memorial 
of the event, and we have that work of 





Omar, and was ready to fulfill the de- 
mand. But you know what happened; 
there was a substitution for the boy, 
and the foundation for the ritual inau- 
gurated by Moses was laid, the Symbol 
of the Substitution at Calvary. 


The report of this incident spread 


art today. 


That was not all the incident accom- 
plished. In the main, it caused child 
sacrifice to cease in the Near East. We 
cannot say that the system ended en- 
tirely, for it was still deeply ingrained 
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in the mind of the Hebrews of later 
date. 

In this practice in Palestine, there 
came an era when substitution for the 
child was inaugurated. In late Gezer 
was found a jar containing eleven fig- 
urines of human beings. One is of 
bronze two and one fourth inches high, 
and ten of silver, one and one-eighth 
inches in length. These were not cast, 
but made from sheets of metal. 


Was all this, during the dark era 
following the Fall of man, a groping 
for a way back to God, and at the same 
time, a symbol in anticipation of the 
Great Sacrifice and Substitution to be 
made upon the Cross of Calvary?

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WHAT IS 
FUNDAMENTALISM? 


W. B. RILEY, D.D. 








HE LATE Dr. W. B. Riley was a 
staunch foe of Modernism. He was 
a true defender of the Faith. 


Born in Green County, Indiana on 
March 22, 1861, his childhood home 
was a log cabin in Kentucky. In 1883 
he filled his first pulpit. In 1897 he be- 
came Pastor of the First Baptist Church 
in Minneapolis, where his fruitful min- 
istry continued until his death on De- 
cember 5, 1947. 


In 1902 he founded a missionary 
training school which grew under his 
direction into one of the world’s largest 
religious educational institutions. 


More than three decades have passed 
since Dr. Riley began his famous cru- 
sade against teaching the atheistic and 
unproved theory of Evolution in tax- 
supported schools. The fight started in 
Minneapolis, with a series of ten lec- 
tures before his congregation. From 
Minnesota he carried the attack into 
every part of the United States, lectur- 
ing and debating with those who sub- 
scribed to the theory. 


He was responsible for calling the 
World Conference on Christian Funda- 
mentals, held in Philadelphia in 1919. 
From that hour the forces of unbelief, 
operating within the various denomin- 
ations, began to be isolated. A sharp 
line was drawn between evangelical 
Christianity and Modernism. 


Dr. Riley also distinguished himself 
as an author. He penned some sixty 
volumes which reached nearly a million 
circulation. 


On May 1, 1927, while addressing an 





overflow crowd in Atlanta, Georgia, Dr. 
Riley laid down what he as a funda- 
mentalist believed. We feel it most ap- 
propriate at this time that his utter- 
ances be published for the benefit of a 
new generation which has grown to 
manhood and womanhood. 


So long as these fundamentals are 
accepted, taught and preached, the light 
of the Gospel will continue to shine 
forth as a beacon light for lost souls. 


* * * 


FFUNDAMENTALISM undertakes to 

reaffirm the greater Christian doc- 
trines. Mark this phrase, “the greater 
Christian doctrines.” It does not at- 
tempt to set forth every Christian doc- 
trine. It has never known the elabora- 
tion that characterizes the great denom- 
inational confessions. But it did lay 
them side by side and, out of their ex- 
tensive statements, elect nine points up- 
on which to rest its claims to Christian 
attention. They were and are as fol- 
lows: 


I. 


We believe in the Scriptures of the 
Old and New Testaments as verbally in- 
spired of God, and inerrent in the or- 
iginal writings, and that they are of 
supreme and final authority in faith 
and life. 


, Il. 


We believe in one God, eternally ex- 
isting in three persons, Father, Son and 


Holy Spirit. 
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Il. 


We believe that Jesus Christ was be- 
gotten by the Holy Spirit, and born of 
the Virgin Mary, and is true God and 
true man. 


IV. 


We believe that man was created in 
the image of God, that he sinned and 
thereby incurred not only _ physical 
death but also that spiritual death which 
is separation from God; and that all 
human beings are born with a sinful 
nature and, in the case of those who 
reach moral responsibility, become sin- 
ners in thought, word and deed. 


V. 


We believe that the Lord Jesus Christ 
died for our sins according to the Scrip- 
tures as a representative and substitu- 
tionary sacrifice; and that all that be- 
lieve in Him are justified on the ground 


of His shed blood. 
VL 


We believe in the resurrection of the 
crucified body of our Lord, in His as- 
cension into heaven, and in His present 
life there for us, as High Priest and 
Advocate. 


VIL 


We believe in “that blessed hope.” 
the personal, premillennial and immi- 
nent return of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ. 


VIII. 


We believe that all who receive by 
faith the Lord Jesus Christ are born 
again of the Holy Spirit and thereby 
become children of God. 


IX. 


We believe in the bodily resurrec- 
tion of the just and the unjust, the ever- 
lasting felicity of the saved and the 
everlasting conscious suffering of the 
lost. 


* * * 
UNDAMENTALISM is forever the 


antithesis of modernist critical the- 
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ology. It is made up of another and an 
opposing school. Modernism submits 
all Scripture to the judgment of man. 


According to its method, he may re- 
ject any portion of the Book as unin- 
spired, unprofitable, and even undesir- 
able, and accept another portion as 
from God because its sentences suit 
him, or its teachings inspire him. 


Fundamentalism, on the contrary, 
makes the Bible the supreme and final 
authority in faith and life. Its teachings 
determine every question upon which 
they have spoken with some degree of 
fullness, and its mandates are only dis- 
regarded by the unbelieving, the ma- 
terialist and the immortal. 


The proofs of fundamentalism, then, 
are not in words, but in deeds. This has 
been the conception of fundamentalists 
from the first, for Christian fundamen- 
talism has back of it two thousand years 
of glorious history. 


It was fundamentalism that produced 
the Book of Acts. You will find every 
essential feature of your creed in Peter’s 
sermon at Pentecost. even to the Second 
Coming. 

It was fundamentalism that conquer- 
ed the Roman Empire, and in one hun- 
dred years revised the conduct of men 





and brought in established laws of 
righteousness, including regard for the 
Sabbath, the rights of the Church in 
the State, and the recognition of law 
versus anarchy. 


It was fundamentalism that challeng- 
ed corrupt Rome in Martin Luther’s 
time and called out a people whose 
clean and wholesome conduct became 
the condemnation of foul papal prac- 
tices, and turned the thought of the 
general public from the coercive mea- 
sures of a corrupt church to the intelli- 
gent and voluntary service of the King 
of glory. 

It was fundamentalism that faced the 
heresy of Deism one hundred and forty 
years ago, and in an open and fair 
field fought the battle to the finish, and 
slew that infidel monster as effectually 
as Saint George was ever imagined 
to have trampled the dragon. 


And it was fundamentalist evangelists 
who so uniformly led the common peo- 
ple back to the “faith once delivered” 
as to practically bury atheism out of 
sight for one hundred years. 


* * * 
HE BIBLE is not a book so difficult 


of understanding as to separate men 
into factions. The trouble is they have 
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come to it with their prejudiced opin- 
ions, with their fixed philosophies and 
have tried to find in its sacred pages 
the difference of inherited heresies, and 
denominationalism has been the result. 
Is it any wonder that this modern 
Diana is now being discredited? 


And shall we marvel if she suffers 
the same fate that befell the Diana of 
the Ephesians? Should we be surprised 
if we find that ecclesiastical officials, 
who have financially profited at this 
false shrine, call together men of like 
occupation and salary with themselves, 
and say, “Sirs, ye know that by this 
craft we have our wealth. Moreover ye 
see and hear, that not alone in Atlanta, 
but throughout all America, and even 
to the end of the world, these funda- 
mentalists are persuading and turning 
away much people, saying that denom- 
inationalism is not divine, so that not 
only our craft is in danger to be set at 
nought, but even the great denomina- 
tion itself may come to be despised, and 
her magnificence destroyed.” 


Some of us have seen enough! Our 
hearts are sick with the sight! We know 
that our denominationalism means 
nothing to us but a deception. It seems 
to bind into a brotherhood men that 
have nothing in common but a branch 
of the same name, when the great truth 
is that in every evangelical denomina- 
tion (and as we profoundly believe, 
even in Rome herself are some), there 
are thousands, hundreds of thousands, 
and millions upon millions of men who 
are practically in faith and heart one, 
and who ought perhaps, without longer 
delay, to surrender up to the modernist- 
marauders these institutions, now uni- 
formly manned by unbelievers, as a 
liability and not an asset. 


As a new organization we could then 
go forth as brethren in the Lord, as 
poor, perhaps, as were the original dis- 
ciples, but believing His Word and 
trusting His blood, declare afresh the 
mission of the Church of Christ and 
continue the task, undertaken by the 
apostles twenty centuries ago, of preach- 
ing the Gospel to every creature and 
hastening the day of the coming King. 


Who are my brethren? Baptists? Not 
necessarily, and in thousands of instan- 
ces, no! My brethren are those who be- 
lieve in a personal God, in an inspired 
Book, and in a redeeming Christ. 
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“In thy majesty ride prosperously 
...” Psalm 45:4

too, that in elegant grace and beauty 
diffuses its soft glow over the whole 
earth and has done so since the dawn 
of creation.

The purpose of this satellite (and 
any future ones) is (1) to gain advan- 
tage by the privileged few over other 
men, to enslave them, and (2) to de- 
throne God from the mind of man. 





In other words, the ultimate gained 
will be boasted exaltation of man and 
the abasement of God. The feverish 
efforts of the lagging nations to get out 
in the lead is, of course, self-preserva- 
tion, but will lead to the deification of 
materialism. 


God’s purpose in His moon is to be- 
stow His benign grace and blessing up- 
on a darkened world. He will not con- 
descend to compete with any of the 
puny efforts of man endeavoring to 
show his greatness. 


God in His glory and majesty rides 
“prosperously,” King of His amazing 
universe ... conscious of His omnipo- 
tence and sure of His ultimate purpose. 


Let us keep a proper estimate of val- 
ues. America’s first line of defense is 
not the “dew line,” nor any of her in- 
tercontinental ballistic missiles, nor her 
success in the launching of sputniks, 
nor her material wealth or government 
... but is in our faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ and the weaving of His charac- 
teristics into the fabric of our daily 
lives. 


Our nation must approach this new 
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era of space miracles with humility 
rather than with arrogance and pre 
sumptuous pride such as those material- 
ists who think their sputnik is the most 
important moon there is. Theirs is not 
the ultimate achievement. The God of 
the universe has a way of knocking 
down those who grow too big in their 
own sight. 


Let the God of the heavens command 
our attention, not a bit of metal in the 
sky. God’s moon still rides majestically 
across the blue heavens in exquisite 
beauty and is easily seen by all without 
the aid of telescopes. 


Its message to mortal man remains 
the same as declared by Israel’s greatest 
king: “The heavens declare the glory 
of God; and the firmament sheweth 
his handywork. Day unto day uttereth 
speech, and night unto night sheweth 
knowledge.” 


There is, of course, danger of war 
and devastation greater than ever in 
history and the world may be split asun- 
der by mad men, but our greatest dan- 
ger is to develop a false sense of the 
importance of our discoveries and ac- 
complishments and power. 


Let us in true humility worship the 
God of creation and refuse the exalta- 
tion of man. The world, drunk with 
importance, will deify itself. Its God, 
(humanism, whose number is Six Six 
Six) will sit in the temple of God and 
be worshipped as God. (Revelation 
13:18) 


This will lead to the climactic inter- 
ference of God, Who will come in His 
glory and cleanse the earth of all pol- 
lution and disagreement. 


The new earth will witness the King 
of kings still reigning upon His throne, 
supreme Master, with every enemy for- 
ever banished from His glorious King- 
dom. 
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SERIOUS students of the Word of 

God — and, indeed, many who are 
only superficially acquainted with the 
Scriptures, but are dimly aware that 
they contain prophecies relating to the 
end of our age — cannot learn of any 
major contemporary event occurring in 
the Middle East (the lands of the Bible, 
and of Biblical prophecies) without ask- 
ing the question, “What took place in 
Biblical history in the specific area in 
which this new crisis has burst upon 
our world?” 


Indeed many cannot refrain from 
asking further, “Is there any statement. 
or statements, in the prophecies of the 
Bible that bear upon the role of this 
area at the end of the age?” 


When the words “Egypt” and “Suez 
Canal” were splashed across the front 
pages of the world in the latter part of 
1956 (and again, more recently, in Feb- 
ruary 1958) Dr. Wilbur M. Smith was 
driven to examine, for the first time in 
years of study of Biblical prophecy, the 
whole subject of Egypt in Israel’s his- 
tory and in the Old Testament predic- 
tions concerning certain other nations 
of that part of the earth. 


Dr. Smith discovered, while prepar- 
ing the book now under consideration, 
that there are approximately 250 verses 





in the Old Testament which, at the time 
they were uttered, were prophecies of 
events yet to take place in Egypt. 


A subject to which the Scriptures 
give 250 verses is one about which those 
who claim to be Bible students ought 
to have some knowledge. Many of these 
prophecies have been fulfilled, of 
course, since the time of their utterance. 


In delving even further into the sub- 
ject, Dr. Smith came to realize that 
some passages in this catena raise tre- 
mendous problems, such as the histori- 
cal certainty of Nebuchadnezzar’s in- 
vasion of Egypt (inasmuch as the secu- 
lar historians of Greece and Rome nev- 
er referred to what must have been a 
very important historical event). 


The Author also discovered that the 
area around Suez was definitely refer- 
red to by Isaiah. Though the word 
“Suez.” a modern term, does not occur 
in the text, all commentators agree that 
it is to the vicinity of the present city 
of Suez that one particular Isianic 
prophecy points. 


In penning the Preface to “Egypt in 
Biblical Prophecy,” Dr. Smith says: 
“In the realm of the interpretation of 
Biblical prophecy, more foolish things 
have been said — as well as some very 


worthwhile and profound things, of 
course — than in any other one area 
of Biblical exegesis. 


“For example, this whole wretched 
business of date-setting, though con- 
demned repeatedly by the failure of 
these chronological schemes, always 
finds a few men still engaged in such 


folly. 


“Many attempts have been made to 
relate events contemporary with the 
writing of a given volume to certain 
Biblical prophecies — the fall of some 
government, the destruction of some 
famous city of the Near East, the en- 
largement of the boundaries of the Bri- 
tish Empire (we perhaps will not hear 
too much about this in the future), etc. 


“Many authors have lived long 
enough to regret some of their unjusti- 
fied and _ strained interpretations. [| 
trust that nothing in this volume will 
be considered fantastic. or unwarranted 
by anything that the Word of God has 
said on the topics discussed; although 
many may not agree with some of the 
statements made here.” 


THE CONTENTS 


In the two massive bibliographies of 
material on Ancient Egypt available in 
the New York Public Library, over 16- 
thousand items are listed, many of 
them relating to “Egypt and the Bible,” 
yet there is not a single reference, eith- 
er to articles in periodicals, or to books, 
to Biblical prophecies about Egypt. 


Of the possible 180 bound volumes 
of twenty-two different prophetic jour- 
nals, now extant in Great Britain, Dr. 
Smith regrets that he was able to only 
consult about thirty in order to com- 
pile data for this volume.

After discussing each of the above 
subjects at great length, Dr. Smith com- 
piles for his readers an exhaustive Ap- 
pendix, consisting of an outline ar- 
rangement of Old Testament prophecies 
relating to Egypt in the approximate 
order of their deliverance. This is sup- 
plemented by an Index of Texts and an 
Index of Names and Subjects. 


EGYPT IN HISTORY 


Egypt, though actually embracing 
only the northeast corner of the Afri- 
can continent, has been for five thou- 
sand years the most important geogra- 
phical area of that immense portion of 
this earth’s surface. 


It is here that Asia and Africa meet. 
From this soil arose the greatest civil- 
ization of the ancient world up to the 
time of the flowering of Greek civiliza- 
tion. Strictly speaking, Egypt is the 
land of the Nile. 

“The first reference to Egypt in our 
Bible would not be immediately de- 
tected by a casual reader,” says Dr. 
Smith. “The genealogical table of Gen- 
esis 10 lists four sons of Ham: Cush, 
who settled in Ethiopia; Put, who gave 
the name to the country of Punt, and 
who settled in the region along the 
south end of the Red Sea; Canaan. who 
settled along the eastern shore of the 
Mediterranean; and Mizraim. 


“Mizraim is a Hebrew form of the 
early Canaanitic name for Egypt, Misri, 
meaning district region. The name has 
come down to us in modern times, for 
the Arabic name for Egypt is Misr. The 
Egyptians themselves call the land 





Kemet, meaning ‘the black land,’ a 
name no doubt derived from the rich, 


black soil of the Nile Valley.” 


Dr. Smith then proceeds to call at- 
tention to the first prophecy concerning 
Egypt as found in the fifteenth chapter 
of Genesis, traces the sojourn of Abra- 
ham in this land, and Joseph’s influence 
on its people. 


THE PYRAMIDS 


There are about seventy different 
pyramids up and down the Nile Valley, 
of which thirty-three are classified in 
the latest authentic work on this subject 
as the “major Pyramids of the Old and 
Middle Kingdoms.” 


Dr. Smith takes exception in this 
chapter to the views of those who be- 
lieve the pyramids might possibly have 
an astronomical, prophetical or mes- 
sianic significance. He goes at great 
length into a thorough description of 
the Great Pyramid of Cheops at Gizeh, 
discussing some of the basic teachings 
of the Pyramidist school of interpreta- 
tion. Even if the reader of the volume 
does not agree with Dr. Smith, he will 
find his reasoning most enlightening. 


Today Egypt is continually on the 
front pages of our newspapers; we hear 
the name every day on the radio, and 
it has become the dominant theme of 
the United Nations Assembly. 


It is possible that all the prophecies 
as outlined by Dr. Smith will come to 
pass in our day, and the trouble in the 
Near East be resolved, for the time be- 
ing at least; but this does not alter the 
fact that Egypt is here as a nation to 
play her part in world affairs. 


Space does not permit a more thor- 
ough study of “Egypt in Biblical 
Prophecy.” Indeed, we have only 
scratched the surface of a most excel- 
lent and worthwhile addition to any 
Bible student’s library. 


The writer of the volume, Dr. Wilbur 
M. Smith, is recognized as one of the 
foremost writers on Biblical subjects of 
our day. After successfully holding 
four pastorates in the East and South, 
he was for ten years on the faculty of 
the Moody Bible Institute, Chicago, 
and since 1947 has been Professor of 
English Bible at Fuller Theological Se- 


minary, Pasadena, California.

T WAS the closing night of the cam- 

paign. Every available seat was fill- 
ed. Aisles were jammed with people. 
Some had climbed up on to the boxing 
ring and on the buttresses of concrete 
that supported the vast super-structure 
of the mammoth building. 


There was an air of expectancy and ex- 
citement that ran through the crowd like 
invisible fire. The hum of voices was 
like a hive of bees on a summer day. 


The stadium, dark, colossal, at first 
glance seemed much the same as always 
to the casual observer. There were the 
huge, ever-present liquor ads painted in 
raucous colors (all in Spanish, of 
course ). 


However, it was immediately clear 
that this was no ordinary crowd of fight 
fans that habitually filled Luna Park. 
There was no blue haze of tobacco 
smoke, no drinking, no shouting, and 
no applause; for this was another kind 
of battle, a spiritual struggle between 
the forces of Christ and the hosts of 
Satan. There would be no blood spatter- 
ed on the canvas floor of the ring; but 
history would be made, as the greatest 
evangelistic campaign in the history of 
Argentina closed in glorious victory! 

As the final meeting opened with the 
PP PP PP PPP PPP PPP PIPPI DPD 
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Write today for free information and Sample 
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heart-warming singing of the 250-voice 
choir the murmur of voices subsided, 
and those looking for a place to stand 
ceased moving around. 


When the choir had finished Bill 
Fasig opened up on the organ with the 
beautiful strains of a hymn on heaven. 
Asking God for His blessing, I drew 
a chalk picture of the Holy City beside 
the Crystal Sea, to illustrate the mes- 
sage of the evening to be given by Dr. 
Oswald J. Smith, “The Country I Love 
Best.” 

The meeting gradually picked up 
spiritual momentum as a Methodist pas- 
tor prayed like one transported to the 
very gates of heaven itself! Dr. Can- 
clini, of the Baptists, glowed with God- 
given enthusiasm, as he encouraged the 
vast audience to sing “i Gozo hay, si, 
en Servir a Cristo!” (There is Joy (yes) 
in Serving Jesus). The swelling wave 
of music from some 20,000 inspired 
people was like “the sound of many 
waters.” 

There were Christians who had come 
500 miles to be present. Some had come 
in from the flat and dusty, sun-baked 
pampas far to the west. Others had 
come down from Cordoba, a trip of 
about 14 hours. Still others from Uru- 
guay had crossed the great bay of the 
Rio de la Plata, to see what God was 
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doing in the largest city in the world 
south of the equator. 


We who were close to Dr. Smith 
knew that he was tired from his over- 
full schedule, and that his usually 
strong voice was dangerously near the 
breaking point. But as he began his 
message no one would ever have known 
that there was any problem. The pow- 
erful simplicity of his preaching, devel- 
oped over the years while ministering 
in many foreign lands, was like sledge- 
hammer blows smashing against the 
Satanic walls erected in the hearts of 
sinful men. 


If I may put in a word of personal 
testimony here, I would say that this 
campaign was for me a heaven-sent les- 
son in masterful preaching, a special 
refresher course, as I face the years 
ahead as an evangelist in non-Protes- 
tant countries. 


Dr. Smith was, as always, a man 
possessed and obsessed with just one 
thing — to get every lost soul in the 
building to Christ. While it may take 
years for a preacher to learn all the in- 
tricate “ins” and “outs” of the culture 
in a foreign land, it did not take the 
“Portenos” five minutes to realize that 
this slender, white-haired preacher, with 
erect bearing and piercing eyes, was 
filled with a passion for their souls’ 
welfare. 


Certainly, when he was a youth, liv- 
ing alone among primitive pagan In- 
dians, he could not have dreamed that 
God would one day bring him to the 
vast metropolis of Buenos Aires to call 
sinners to repentance by the hundreds.

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Over 1,500 crowded into the after- 
meetings in 12 days! It was wonderful 
to see them come! While rabid, anti- 
evangelical papers raved on about hys- 
teria and hyperemotionalism, the peo- 
ple moved quietly from their seats, with- 
out a hint of disorder. 


On a night when we had to meet at 
5:00 P.M., because of a boxing match 
scheduled for later on the same night, 
a boxing instructor came early to see 
what was drawing such unprecedented 
crowds to a series of religious meetings. 
He listened carefully and, when the in- 
vitation was given, moved forward to 
accept Christ. 


I remember seeing an old, ragged 
beggar, with a dark, wrinkled face half- 
hidden in a dirty, matted beard. He 
plodded shakily by on his way to the 
inquiry room. Children pushed their 
way through the crowded aisles and 
were promptly taken over by personal 
workers. Many of those who came for- 
ward were typical Argentines, business 
men, housewives, students, nearly all 
with the solemnity of the message re- 
flected on their faces. 


This smashing victory for the forces 
of the Gospel in this part of the world 
began with a small, but earnest prayer 
meeting in a little cottage on a beach 
outside the “Capital Federal” here. Mrs. 





Rosenberg Spietzer, gifted linguist and 
consecrated missionary (supported by 
The Peoples Church of Toronto) pray- 
ed to God to send Dr. Smith to Argen- 


tina. 


Time passed. Dr. Smith expressed his 
great desire to come if God should so 
direct; but he had other commitments 
pending for Australia, New Zealand, 
and the Far East. At last the door was 
opened, not only to come to Argentina, 


but also to Brazil, Uruguay, Paraguay, 
Chile and Peru. 


What began as the dream of a little 
prayer group gathered momentum with 
startling rapidity. Fortunately, many 
here in Argentina had read one or more 
of the four books by Dr. Smith, which 
are now translated into Spanish. They 
had never seen him in the flesh, but 
they had caught something of his evan- 
gelistic zeal and missionary vision. 


For the first time in history, groups 
of evangelicals got together for a united 
effort in the capital of Argentina. To 
say that there were no problems, no 
disagreements, would be to avoid the 
truth. But at the bottom of it all was a 
basic desire to reach the great city of 
Buenos Aires for God, and to present 
to the man in the street an invitation 
to give his heart to Christ. 


A month before the campaign was 





scheduled to begin, a switch was made 
from a burlesque-type auditorium, seat- 
ing 4,000, to Luna Park, which accom- 
modates 25,000. 


When this news reached me, I 
thought to myself—‘“‘Luna Park! Sure- 
ly Latin enthusiasm has gone over- 
board!” Unfortunately, for this cam- 
paign, there was no highly efficient, 
powerfully financed set-up, such as 
Billy Graham had in New York! We 
couldn’t count on a tremendous num- 
ber of Christians, nor upon long 
months of carefully organized publicity. 


But when an estimated crowd of 
15,000 poured in on the opening night, 
I had to confess to God my lack of faith. 
And the more I see of the spirit of dar- 
ing on the part of the Latins, the more 
I believe that this great campaign will 
be used of God to strike fire in the 
hearts of evangelicals all over the con- 
tinent, marking a new era in the annals 
of missionary work in Latin America. 


I believe with all my heart that God 
brought Dr. Smith to South America 
at a crucial moment in the history of 
Argentina. This campaign may well 
mark the beginning of a new era of 
soul-winning and revival in lands that 
are tired, very tired, of religious bigo- 
try, linked with political corruption.

_— was an old man. Perhaps he 
was feeble. He had suffered in his 
day. The Roman government had perse- 
cuted him. He had been banished to 
lonely, rocky, desolate Patmos. He was 
shut out from the world, and shut in 


with God. 


Have you noticed how God’s black 
clouds always have silver linings? 
Later, another John suffered — John 
Bunyan — and he found a silver lining 
in the Bedford jail; he came out with 
Pilgrim’s Progress. 


With feeble arms and trembling quill 
John wrote the Book of Revelation. It is 
a wonderful treatise. The Patmos Vision 
is a marvelous one. It contains both 
history and prophecy. It speaks of the 
past and reveals the future. 


“I was in the Spirit on the Lord’s 
day,” says John. Behind him he hears 
a great voice as of a trumpet. “I turned 
to see,” he continues. He beheld seven 
golden candlesticks, or lamp stands. Je- 
sus was walking among the candle- 
sticks, and what a beautiful description 
John gives of Jesus! 


John had associated with Him in 
times past, and now he knew Him at 
sight. In the right hand of Jesus, John 
saw seven sparkling stars. The voice 
of Jesus was as the “sound of many 
waters.” 


John was puzzled! What could this 
mean? He was so astounded that he 
“fell at his (Jesus’) feet as dead.”’ What 
devout Christian, shut in with God, pas- 
sive to the Spirit in heart and mind, has 
not, in times of severe test, suffering, or 
soul travail, been lifted in inner con- 





sciousness to communion with the Spir- 
it, there to feel a divine-electric shock 
in the soul! 


When the experience was over and 
the breath of God, like the fresh moun- 
tain breeze had passed, no word could 
describe what you had just been 
through, because “the things of God 
are spiritually discerned.” 


Many a saint, in time of severe test- 
ing, has had photographed in the soul. 
perhaps while sleeping when the con- 
scious mind was silent, a picture from 
the Spirit of what they needed most to 
know or do. These are precious mo- 
ments. Faith is confirmed in such an 
hour. God becomes real. 
John was happy. 


No wonder 


He became a stenographer. Jesus did 
the dictating. John did the writing. The 
seven candlesticks were symbolic of 
the seven churches in Asia. Jesus was 
walking among the churches. The seven 
stars in His right hand represented the 
seven pastors in charge of the seven 
churches. Jesus dictated a letter to the 
pastor of each church. 


At that time there were seven literal 
churches in Asia, and the letters con- 
tained messages adapted to the local 
needs of those churches in 96 A.D. But 
the letters contained a broader meaning, 
a mystical significance, a prophetic mes- 
sage. The letters were addressed, not 
only to the seven churches, but also to 
the seven subsequent church ages. They 
contained messages for the churches of 
all time, as well as the churches of 


Asia. 


The cities in which the churches were 
located constituted a geographical circle 
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beginning at Ephesus the first church, 
and concluding with Laodicea, the sev- 
enth. 


CHURCH AGES 


We did not arrange the dates of the 
church ages given below. They may be 
correct, they may be almost correct, 
but they have been accepted by com- 
petent Bible students and we pass them 
on. 


(1) The first church letter was written 
to the church at Ephesus, and _ that 
church age ended about 100 A.D. (2) 
The second letter was sent to Smyrna, 
and that age ended about 311 A.D. (3) 
The third letter was sent to Pergamos, 
and that age ended about 590 A.D. 


(4) The fourth letter was sent to 
Thyatira, and that age ended about 
1517 A.D. (5) The fifth letter was sent 
to Sardis, and that age ended about 
1750 A.D. (6) The sixth letter was sent 
to Philadelphia, and that age ended 
about 1850 A.D. (7) The seventh letter 
was sent to Laodicea, and that age will 
end with the Second Coming of Christ. 


EPHESUS 


Ephesus was quite a little city, with 
an agreeable water front, about forty 
miles southwest of Smyrna. It was col- 
onized in the eleventh century B.C. It 
was destroyed by the Goths in 262 A.D. 
and never rose to its former glory. A 
small Turkish town called Ayasaluk 
marks the spot today where beautiful 
Ephesus once stood. 


The Ephesians worshipped the god- 
dess Diana, whose temple, one of the 
seven wonders of the world, made the 
city famous. Strange enough, in these 
surroundings, a prosperous little Chris- 
tian church was established. The Lord 
had some fine things to write to that 
consecrated group of believers. 


Some great preachers had visited 
Ephesus in their travels. John and Paul 
had preached there. Timothy re- 
mained their pastor quite a while. 
Paul’s letter to the Brine reveals 
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fender 


something of the high type of spiritual- 
ity to be found in the congregation. 


The church was famous for flaming 
evangelism. It was immune from her- 
esies. It was noted for its fearless loyal- 
ty to the faith. It had “tried them which 
say they are apostles and are not, and 
hast found them liars.” 


The Ephesus church age gave the 
church a running start. But the Lord 
told the Ephesians that they had left 
their “first love.” In spite of their vir- 
tues, they experienced a declension, a 
cooling off. The drift of the church be- 
gan in the Ephesian age, and the loss 
of love was the cause. 


SMYRNA 


The city of Smyrna was called “The 
lovely,” “The crown of Ionia,” “The 
ornament of Asia.” Today it has a pop- 
ulation of 200,000, one-third of which 
are Christians. 


When the Lord wrote His letter, the 
city was inhabited largely by Jews who 
were bitterly opposed to Christ and 
Christianity. The little church of Smyr- 
na was a suffering church. The Lord 
deals tenderly with it in His letter. 


How softly He says, “I know thy 
works, and tribulation, and poverty, 
(but thou art rich) and I know the 
blasphemy of them which say they are 
Jews, and are not, but are the synago- 
gue of Satan. 


“Fear none of those things which 
thou shalt suffer: behold the devil shall 
cast some of you into prison, that ye 
may be tried; and ye shall have tribu- 
lation ten days: be thou faithful unto 
death.” 


Smyrna means suffering. Smyrna 
means blood. Smyrna means sacrifice. 
It was during the Smyrna church age 
that the church passed through its ter- 
rible persecution. Smyrna was Poly- 
carp’s field of usefulness, and here he 
suffered martyrdom in A.D. 155. The 
church was persecuted by the world 
and the Jews during this age. It was 
corrupted by paganism. It was the suf- 
fering church. 
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About 100,000 Romans were gather- 
ed in the old Coliseum. Nero was enter- 
taining a drunken, dissipated populace. 
Crosses were erected around the arena. 
Even degenerate Rome was struck with 
horror, for on every sharp stake or 
cross, a human being, a helpless Chris- 
tian, was reeling in pain and agonizing 
in torture. 


Fagots were thrown at the feet of 
every Christian, and their bodies were 
swathed in oil. The torch was applied 
and the flesh of several hundred Chris- 
tians leaped into flames. A hush settled 
down upon the crowd, a hush broken 
only by the cries of dying Christians 
as their voices pierced the black air of 
that dark night. 


The vulgar games continued until 
late into the night. Nero shouted and 
laughed the hideous laugh of the damn- 
ed. This is Smyrna. This is the begin- 
ning of the Smyrna church age. 


What did Rome do that night? Did 
Rome blot Christianity out? No. Rome 
committed suicide. Christianity was 
lighted, a flaming torch to shine 
through the ages. Rome burned in July 
of the next year. 


PERGAMOS 


Pergamos was a center of learning. 
It gets its name from pergamena, which 
means parchment. It had a vast library 
of 200,000 volumes which was later 
given by Anthony to Cleopatra and re- 
moved to Egypt. 


Pergamos was famous for its grove 
which was filled with statues, altars and 
idols. It was recognized as the most 
beautiful city in Asia. It had gorgeous 
pagan cathedrals, a university, royal re- 
sidences, and was embellished by a suc- 
cession of kings who had a passion for 
expenditure. 


The Pergamos church age was a par- 
allel to the Pergamos church. Men were 
deified. Roman emperors were wor- 
shipped. Worship was conferred upon 
Constantine. He was favorably im-

TUBERCULAR 
EVANCELIST 


After the war the incidence of tuber- 
culosis among the children of Greece 
was 85%. Today thousands of persons 
are suffering from that disease, but 
there are only 6,000 sanitarium beds. 
There is hardly a hospital in that an- 
cient land that has not been helped by 
the American Mission to Greeks, whose 
work it is a privilege to present to the 
readers of this magazine. 


Among these sufferers is Christopher 
Harkiolakis on the island of Crete, 
whom we visited at the sanitarium. 
There were innumerable patches on his 
trousers, and his toes were sticking out 
of his shoes. He did not speak to us, 
however, of his physical misery and 
want, but of the way the Lord is using 
him among his fellow patients. An aged 
patient, overhearing our conversation, 
took a New Testament out of his shirt 
pocket and showed it to us, indicating 
that he was almost at the end. It was 
the first time he had had the opportuni- 
ty of reading the New Testament in 
Modern Greek and he was simply thrill- 
ed. Brother Christopher then affirmed 
that, that was the experience of many 
of the patients to whom he had given 
the Word of God and testified for 
Christ. 


His family lives in a tiny village, the 
poverty of which is indescribable. His 
wife and two children, a boy and a girl, 
are as thin as rails. Their mother does 
not want to part with them and send 
them to our Orphanage, and who can 
blame her?

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pressed with the teachings of Christian- 
ity, and preferred them to paganism. 


Finally he published the edict against 
paganism and tried to promote Chris- 
tianity by use of the sword, and war 
was waged under the emblem of the 
cross. Apostate Christianity and State 
were united in adulterous union. 


Christianity was poured into the 
grooves of pagan rites, images, idols 
and ceremonies. Pergamos accepted the 
very heresies that Ephesus rejected and 
Jesus in His letter rebuked them for 
doing so. 


THYATIRA 


Thyatira was a city of scarlet. The 
waters of the city are said to be so well 
adapted to dyeing that in no place can 
the scarlet cloth out of which fezes are 
made, be so brilliantly and permanent- 
ly dyed. In Acts 16:14, Lydia, the first 
convert of Paul in Philippi, is described 
as a seller of purple from Thyatira. 
Like its waters, Thyatira became scarlet 
in religious doctrine and conduct. 


Woman worship invaded the little 
flock at Thyatira. The church was se- 
duced by this teaching during the Thy- 
atira church age. Jesus, in His letter, 
referred to the teachings of “that wom- 
an Jezebel, which calleth herself a 
prophetess, to teach and seduce my 
servants to commit fornication, and to 
eat things sacrificed to idols.” 


Here is a comparison between fierce 
and lustful Jezebel, wife of Ahab (I 
Kings 16:31) who had no less than 450 
prophets of Baal, and the condition of 
the Thyatira church. Jesus was deeply 
grieved. We see pagan idolatry and 
woman worship combined in the Thya- 
tira church age. 





SARDIS 


Anciently, Sardis was a splendid and 
important city, made up of warlike, ac- 
tive, energetic people. Today, it is 
waste and desert land, and its climate 
is so unhealthy as to render the stay 
of a single night dangerous. 


The Lord was displeased with the 
Sardis church. He said, “I know thy 
works, that thou hast a name that thou 
livest, and art dead.” Sardis had a 
name. Sardis had orthodoxy. Sardis 
was immune from false teachings. 


The church, no doubt, believed the 
Word of God and the fundamentals of 
the Faith. But it lacked one thing — 
life. Its orthodoxy was cold, dead, life- 
less. Its testimony, though perhaps mil- 
itant, had frozen into ice. 


Could Jesus be displeased with the 
efforts of well-meaning people in our 
day for similar reasons? Is there a 
danger of zealous defenders of historic 
Christianity entering into a warlike 
spirit, where they become bitter, harsh, 
unkind and critical, while advocating a 
chilled, Sardis-like Christianity, in the 
letter of the law instead of the Spirit’s 
demonstration of power? 


The church at Sardis overlooked the 
word of the Lord to Zerubbabel, “Not 
by might, nor by power but by my 
spirit saith the Lord of hosts.” 


By the time of the Sardis church age, 
an apostate religion had grown up and 
the spirit of Ephesus was well nigh lost. 
A peculiar combination of Christianity 
and paganism existed. 


PHILADELPHIA 


Philadelphia was a remarkable city, 
situated 952 feet above sea level. It was 
a Roman town until 1392 A.D. when it 
fell into the hands of the Turk. It has 
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been rocked by many earthquakes. To- 
day it bears the name of Allah Shehr, 
meaning “City of God.” One writer 
thinks that the primitive church in 
which the Christians worshipped in 
John’s day still stands, now as an old 
mosque. 


The Philadelphia church was a great 
institution, famous for “brotherly love.” 
The church had in it a true and loyal 
body of believers. Like Ephesus, it had 
no doubt experienced some great re- 
vivals. It was a center of missionary 
zeal. Jesus could say to it, “I have 
loved thee.” 


During the Philadelphia church age, 
we find the spiritual tide rising. Wes- 
ley’s revival broke forth with great 
power. The supernatural in Christian- 
ity was again preached. The precious 
doctrine of the Lord’s return was re- 
stored. Missionary programs were 
launched. It was a wonderful church 
age. 


LAODICEA 


The church at Laodicea, situated only 
forty miles from Ephesus, was entirely 
unlike the Ephesus church in spiritual 
things. Ephesus blazed with divine 
fire; Laodicea was lukewarm. Today 
the city of Laodicea is a heap of ruins. 
It is called by the Turks, Eskihissar, 


meaning “an old castle.” 


If this accepted arrangement of Scrip- 
tural truth be correct, it means that we 
are living in the Laodicean church age 
at present. At this point we will not en- 
gage in claptrap, wholesale methods of 
condemnation, but if this prophetic in- 
terpretation is true, then the words of 
John recorded in Revelation 3:13-22 
are addressed to the church of the 
twentieth century.

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FATHERHOOD OF GOD- 


THE 


FACT Oh MYTH? 
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How FARFETCHED and foreign to 

Scripture is the modernistic, lati- 
tudinarian doctrine of the Universal Fa- 
therhood of God! It is a mere product 
of the imperfectly-enlightened or theo- 
logically-perverted imagination with not 
a syllable of Biblical support in its fa- 
vor. 


The advocates of this theory fail to 
take into account the fact that there is a 
wide difference between the scientific 
conception of God as a Creator and the 
evangelical recognition of God as a 


Father. 


Creatorship and creaturehood are 
two correlative terms while Fatherhood 
and childhood are two entirely different 
correlative terms. To afirm that God 
is our Father because He created us is 
a fallacy in logic known as non sequitor 
(it does not follow). The conclusion 
does not follow from the premises. 


If we are God’s children simply be- 
cause God created us, then the lower 
animals are His children because He 
created them. The one who creates is a 
creator and the one who is created is a 
creature. It is one thing, therefore, to 
be a creature of God and it is quite an- 
other thing to be a child of God. 


Bishop Murrill, than whom there was 
no greater polemic in all American 
Methodism, made the clearest as well 
as the most clever statement on this 
mooted question. He said in substance, 
we are children of God not by creation 
but by recreation; we are children of 
God, not by being born but by being 
born again. 
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In other words, we are children of 
God, not by nature but by grace. This 
unique way of stating one of the great 
cardinal doctrines of Christianity is in 
full and perfect accord with the tenor 
and teaching of Scripture. The persist- 
ent denial of this fundamental position, 
in our opinion, constitutes the capital 
blunder of modern thought. 


In the words of the evangelical 
prophet: “To the law and to the testi- 
mony: if they speak not according to 
this word, it is because there is no light 


in them.” (Isaiah 8:20) 


CHILDREN OF THE DEVIL 


Let us test the thought of the un- 
qualified Universal Fatherhood of God 
by the touchstone of the inspired Word. 


In the controversy that Jesus con- 
ducted with the carping Pharisees He 
replied to the charge of illegitimacy 
which they defiantly flung into His face 
with these stinging words: “Ye are of 
your father the devil, and the lusts of 
your father ye will do.” (John 8:44) 


While these contentious, consummate 
Pharisees were the human creatures of 
God, they were at the same time, ac- 
cording to Jesus, the children of the 
devil. As bitter enemies of Christ, they 
bore no authentic earmarks of being 


the certified children of God. 
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By no stretch of the imagination 
could the Universal Fatherhood of God 
be applied in their case. Therefore, the 
decisive sentence of impartial judg- 
ment against them must be: “Weighed 
in the balances, and found wanting.” 


When the disciples, puzzled and per- 
plexed over the parabolic teaching of 
their Master, asked for a further ex- 
planation or exposition of the parable 
of the tares of the field, Jesus answered 
and said unto them: 


“He that soweth the good seed is the 
Son of man; The field is the world; the 
good seed are the children of the king- 
dom; but the tares are the children of 
the wicked one; The enemy that sowed 
them is the devil; the harvest is the end 
of the world; and the reapers are the 
angels.” (Matthew 13:36-39) 


Again the modernistic ideology of 
the Universal Fatherhood of God hope- 
lessly breaks down and utterly fails to 
stand the acid test of Scriptural truth. 
Sinners, as such, are recipients of a 
thousand temporal blessings and bene- 
fits. The rain is sent on the just and on 
the unjust, and the sun rises on the 
evil and on the good. 


The Psalmist declared that God made 
man a little lower than the angels, and 
crowned him with glory and honor. In 
the complimentary words of the im- 
mortal Shakespeare “What a noble 
piece of work is man. In moving and 
address how admirable. In apprehen- 
sion how like an angel; in understand- 
ing how like a god — the paragon of 
animals and the companion of saints!” 


Man is the measure of the universe. 
He is like the pillars and classic pile of 
a collapsed cathedral, majestic even in 
his ruin. While he is the highest ob- 
ject of creation in the world, yet in his 
fallen and unregenerated state he is 
not, in the true evangelical sense of the 
term, a child of God. 


PAUL AND ELYMAS 


Paul, the foremost apostle and the 
greatest theological thinker of the 
Christian Church, nowhere sanctioned 
or set his seal of approval upon the 
dogma of the Universal Fatherhood of 
God, but was definitely opposed to it. 


The withering rebuke he administer- 
ed to Elymas the sorcerer, on the Isle 
of Cyprus, demonstrates his attitude 
and action on the subject. Full of the 
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Holy Ghost and clothed with the divine 
authority of religious rebuke, Paul 
fixed his penetrating eyes upon the 
sorcerer and said: 


“O (thou) full of all subtilty and all 
mischief, thou child of the devil, thou 
enemy of all righteousness, wilt thou 
not cease to pervert the right ways of 


the Lord?” (Acts 13:10) 


What a pity some broad-minded mo- 
dernist was not on the premises to set 
Paul right on the Fatherhood of God 
and the Brotherhood of Man! If Ely- 
mas, in common with all men, was the 
child of God, what a colossal and egreg- 
ious blunder Paul made in denouncing 
him with the appellation, “thou child 
of the devil.” 


In the Pauline conception of the Gos- 
pel one must be born again and adopt- 
ed into the divine family in order to 
be a Lona fide member of the Kingdom 
of God. In the Roman Epistle, Paul 
proclaimed the evangelical position be- 
yond the peradventure of a doubt: 


“For ye have not received the spirit 
of bondage again to fear; but ye have 
received the Spirit of adoption, where- 
by we cry, Abba, Father. The Spirit it- 
self beareth witness with our spirit, that 
we are the children of God.” (Romans 


8:15, 16) 


The same thought is emphasized in 
his letter to the Galatians: “And _be- 
cause ye are sons, God hath sent forth 
the Spirit of His Son into your hearts, 
crying, Abba, Father.” (Galatians 4:6) 


Paul likewise presents the evangeli- 
cal method by which we become the 
children of God: “For ye are all the 
children of God by faith in Christ Je- 
sus.” (Galatians 3:26) 


Was Paul correct or incorrect? The 
evangelicals and fundamentalists will 
gladly affirm that Paul was absolutely 
correct. Some modernists undoubtedly 
have the temerity to boldly declare that 
Paul was incorrect. But by far the 





most positive pronouncement of Paul 
on the point at issue is contained in 
the following quotation: 


“That is, They which are the chil- 
dren of the flesh, these are not the chil- 
dren of God: but the children of the 
promise are counted for the seed.” (Ro- 
mans 9:8) 


It does not take the learning of a 
philosopher or the legal mind of a law- 
yer to decide where Paul stood on this 
proposition. Was he right? Let the 
higher critic speak now or forever here- 
after hold his peace. 


PAUL ON MARS HILL 


We do not overlook or minimize the 
fact that Paul in his famous address on 
Mars Hill to the Athenians quoted one 
of their own poets to the effect that we 
are God’s offspring. But the context 
plainly teaches the thought of creature- 
ly offspring rather than spiritual prog- 
eny. We quote: 


“God that made the world and all 
things therein, seeing that he is Lord 
of heaven and earth, dwelleth not in 
temples made with hands; Neither is 
worshipped with men’s hands, as though 
he needed any thing, seeing he giveth 
to all life, and breath, and all things; 


“And hath made of one blood all na- 
tions of men ... For in Him we live, 
and move, and have our being; as cer- 
tain also of your own poets have said, 
For we are also his offspring. 


“Forasmuch then as we are the off- 
spring of God, we ought not to think 
that the Godhead is like unto gold, or 
silver, or stone, graven by art and 
man’s device.” (Acts 17:24-29) 


The sum of Paul’s argument in this 
connection is to prove the existence of 
God as a Supreme Being and that He 
rmade or created man. The reference, 
therefore, is to creation and not to re- 
creation. It was sanctified diplomacy 
in Paul to weave in the statement of the 
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heathen poet to clinch his argument in 
demonstrating that the “Unknown God” 
was the only true, living God who 
created all things. Therefore, the pas- 
sage teaches the Universal Creatorship 
of God rather than the Universal Fath- 
erhood of God. 


SPIRITS 


We do not detour or pass by the 
statement in the book of Hebrews 
which refers to God as the Father of 
spirits. But these were the spirits who 
had humbly submitted to the castiga- 
tions of the divine discipline, the chas- 
tisement without which the Hebrews 
were but “bastards, and not sons.” 


(Hebrews 12:8) 


The same chapter speaks of the spirits 
of just men made perfect. Of such spir- 
its God is not only the Creator but the 
Father. 


Paul drew a line of demarcation and 
discrimination in his fervent evangel- 
istic message to the Corinthians when 
as with a great megaphone he cried: 


“Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye separate, saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean thing; 
and I will receive you, And will be a 
Father unto you, and ye shall be my 
sons and daughters, saith the Lord Al- 
mighty.” (II Corinthians 6:17, 18) 


The grand conception and consum- 
mation of the Universal Fatherhood of 
God and the Brotherhood of Man, if 
true, would mean nothing less than the 
Millennium. But the combined efforts 
of all the present institutions and agen- 
cies in the world for good can not 
create the Utopian condition which will 
characterize the coming Millennium. 


Christ, according to His plan and 
program, will have to return in person 
to the earth before the final consumma- 
tion and restitution of all things which 
God hath spoken by the mouth of all 
His holy prophets since the world be- 
gan. 


The teaching of the Universal Father- 
hood of God is a polite and easy way 
of denying the necessity of the New 
Birth. If all are the children of God 
they do not need to be born again. 
This denial of the necessity of the New 
Birth is the gist and genus of the doc- 
trine of the Universal Fatherhood of 
God. Hence its repudiation by the 
evangelical and historical Christianity! 


We are children of God, not by na- 
tural generation, but by supernatural 
regeneration. 


“Ye must be born again.” (John 3:7) 
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The Story Behind... 
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ABIDE WITH ME

HENRY Francis Lyte was born in 
Scotland June 1, 1793. He became 
a clergyman in the Church of England. 
At the death bed of a neighboring min- 
ister he experienced a definite spiritual 
change that altered the future course of 
his life, and he became an evangelical 
preacher with a passion for souls. 


He served pastorates (or curacies, as 
they were called) in many small towns 
throughout Scotland and England, fi- 
nally moving to Brixham, in Devon- 
shire, where he served for more than 
twenty years. 


Brixham was a small village of fisher 
folk, and Lyte underwent many hard- 
ships. Finally he contracted tubercu- 
losis. Doctors advised that he go to 
France, hoping the milder climate 
would be beneficial. In September, 
1847, he bade his family farewell and 
left for France. 


The change was of no avail, however, 
for he died within two months, on the 
20th of November, at Nice, France. He 
was buried in a cemetery near Nice; 
his grave is still visited by hundreds of 
Christian tourists each year. 


TWO CONFLICTING STORIES 


There are two conflicting stories 
concerning the writing of “Abide With 
Me.” The generally-accepted version is 
that Lyte wrote the verses on the last 
Sunday evening before he departed for 
France. 


He is said to have conducted a com- 
munion service on Sunday morning, 
September 4, 1847, and preached his 
farewell sermon. In the afternoon he 
was strolling in the garden, realizing 
that his end was approaching, when he 
received the inspiration for this prayer- 
poem, “Abide With Me.” He is said to 
have penned the lines that evening, be- 
fore departing for France the next 
morning. 


This version is supported by the tes- 
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ABIDE WITH ME 


Abide with me: fast falls the even-tide; 

The darkness deepens; Lord with me 
abide: 

When other helpers fail, and comforts 
flee, 

Help of the helpless, O abide with me! 


Swift to its close ebbs out life’s little 
day; 

Earth’s joys grow dim, its glories pass 
away; 

Change and decay in all around I see: 

O Thou who changest not, abide with me! 


I need Thy presence ev’ry passing hour: 

What but Thy grace can foil the temp- 
ter’s pow’r? 

Who like Thyself my guide and stay 
can be? 

Through cloud and sunshine, O abide 
with me! 


Hold Thou Thy cross before my closing 
eyes, 

Shine thro’ the gloom, and point me to 
the skies: 

Heav’n’s morning breaks, and earth’s 
vain shadows flee —

timony of Lyte’s daughter, Anna Maria 
Maxwell Hogg, in a preface to a collec- 
tion of his hymns, “Remains,” which 


she published after his death. 


“The summer was passing away, and 
the month of September (that month 
in which he was once more to quit his 
native land) arrived. His family was 
surprised and almost alarmed at his an- 
nouncing his intention of preaching 
once more to his people. His weakness, 
and the possible danger attending the 
effort, were urged to prevent it, but in 
vain. ‘It was better,’ as he used often 
playfully to say, when in comparative 
health, ‘to wear out than to rust out.’ 
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“He did preach, and amid the breath- 
less attention of his hearers gave them 
the sermon on the Holy Communion. 
He afterwards assisted at the adminis- 
tration of the Holy Eucharist. In the 
evening of the same day he placed in 
the hands of a near relative the little 
hymn, ‘Abide With Me,’ with air of his 


own composing, adapted to the words.” 


THE OTHER VERSION 


The second version, supported by 
several leading biographers, is that 
Lyte wrote the poem in 1820, twenty- 
seven years before his death, after vis- 
iting a dying friend, W. A. LeHunte, 
whose last words were “Abide with 
me!” 


He is said to have sent the verses to 
the family of the friend. LeHunte’s 
descendants claim to still retain posses- 
sion of the original copy, proving that 
it was written in 1820. 


Whether Lyte wrote the verses in 
1820 at the time of LeHunte’s death, or 
in 1847 just before his own death, is 
of minor importance. The fact remains 
that the hymn is a Christian prayer of 
deep import. It has inestimable value 
as a vehicle of prayer for the Christian 
who is nearing the end of the journey. 


It should be noticed that this is not 
an “evening song,” as has so often 
been thought, but rather a hymn of 
prayer concerning the approaching 
“evening of life.” 


Lyte composed a tune for the words, 
but its use never attained popularity. 
The verses were printed in many hym- 
nals with the notation that they were 
to be “read, and not sung.” 


WILLIAM HENRY MONK 


In 1861 a committee of English 
clergymen compiled a hymnal, “Hymns 
Ancient and Modern,” which attained 
the phenomenal circulation of 27,000,- 
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000 copies during twenty-eight years! 
William Henry Monk was its music 
editor. 

Late one afternoon he came across 
Lyte’s verses, “Abide With Me.” It oc- 
curred to him that they needed an ap- 
propriate musical setting. He seized a 
pencil and piece of music paper, and 
within ten minutes composed the com- 
plete musical setting which is now used, 
although Thalberg’s Fantasias was be- 
ing played on the piano only a few feet 
distant from where the composer sat!

Monk’s 
widow is said to have written the fol- 
lowing lines, after her husband’s death, 
to J. C. Hadden: 

“Dr. Monk wrote the tune for ‘Abide 
With Me’ at a time of great sorrow, 
when together we watched, as we did 
daily, the glories of the setting sun. As 
the last golden ray faded, he took up 
some paper and penciled that tune, 
which has gone over all the earth.” 


Monk was born in London, March 
16, 1823. He became a successful com-

ers have a right to teach the evolution- 
ary theory, on the basis of academic 
freedom, but it may be well for us to 
be reminded that academic freedom 
means the presentation of both sides.

In many science classes the students 
are told that the story of creation, as 
found in Genesis, is a myth created by 
Moses — that the true creation took 
place millions of years ago and God 
had nothing to do with it. 


“PROGRESSIVE” EDUCATION 


Last year, in a test given in one 
school on science and the evolution of 
man, students were told to check the 
correct answer to a certain question, in 
which five answers were given: 


“Scientists have made many interest- 
ing and important discoveries about the 
earth and have been able to prove: (a) 
that there is no God; (b) that there is 
a God; (c) nothing at all about God; 
(d) that there are many kinds of gods; 
(e) that God pays no attention to the 
earth.” 


A Christian boy taking this test 
checked (b) and wrote after it: “In the 
beginning God created the heaven and 
the earth.” The teacher not only flunked 
him on the test but openly rebuked him 
before the class for believing that there 
is a God. 
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Once these followers of Karl Marx 
break down belief in the Bible in these 
young minds, they turn to more subtle 
things which lead to immorality, rebel- 
lion against society and family, and to 
communism itself. 

Under the guise of progressive edu- 
cation, they attack the American way of 
life by presenting a new interpretation 
of history in order to debunk our he- 
roes and cast doubt upon their motives, 
patriotism, and service to mankind. 


They cast aspersions upon our con- 
stitution and form of government. They 
shape opinions favorable to replacing 
them with socialistic control.

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UNESCO 
Since the advent of the UNESCO pro- 


gram, which was prepared for the 
United Nations, by the world-renowned 
atheist, Professor Huxley, we have seen 
a steady increase of communist indoc- 
trination in our American schools.

In its movements, the moon is never 
early or late. It is always on time, to 
the exact second. The best of clocks will 
gain or lose time, but not so with the 
moon. It is never in need of winding. 
Its course is so true, its timing so ex- 
acting, that astronomers can tell cen- 
turies in advance, to the minute, when 
an eclipse will take place or when it 


will be “full.” 


The moon is most noticeable during 
the dark hours of earth. It reflects the 
light of the invisible sun. It assures us 
that this great ball of fire is still in the 
heavens. What a lesson! The Christians 
are “moons” reflecting the influence of 
the One Who said, “I am the Light of 
the World.” 


Much is stated in the Bible about the 
moon. It is to have an important place 
in the end-time of judgments to come 
upon the earth. As we approach the 
end of the age, it is significant that na- 
tions are reaching out for it. 


He who controls the moon will, in a 
sense, control the earth.

T IS twelve o’clock noon on Satur- 

day. The door of our mission opens 
and we can hear the hurrying steps of 
some of our young people who are ar- 
riving for their music practice. They 
come from all over the community. 
Their faces are alight with a desire to 
serve our Lord as they gather around 
the altar for a word of prayer. 


After their practice, ably led by a 
young man from Puerto Rico, Anibal 
Betancourt, they go into a planning 
session. A working program is prepar- 
ed for the rest of the day. Mr. Betan- 
court encourages everyone to partici- 
pate in the door-to-door visitation pro- 
gram. 


In a short while they will all be knock- 





ing at the doors of many homes, bring- 
ing a word of comfort from the Scrip- 
tures to many unfortunate families. It 
is a stimulating, refreshing time and 
as they go from house to house, they 
leave a ray of hope in each one. 


Most of the afternoon is taken up 
with this work. The young people take 
time out for a light meal. Then they 
go back to the Mission for their weekly 
meeting. The program is quite varied. 


One innovation is the News Section. 
These youngsters have a real vision for 
the missionary field. They have asked 
the church members to save their Sat- 
urday paper money. The President of 
the group gives the highlights of the 
news and the money thus accumulated 
goes for missions. 


Not everyone buys a paper, so it isn’t 
much money — about two dollars. How- 
ever, we are reminded of the widow's 
mite and we know that it is precious 
in the eyes of the Lord. This small 
amount, and some other gifts, are sent 
to the mission field regularly. 


The evening meeting is completed 
with either Bible study, testimonies 
from the young people or a message. 
It closes promptly at nine thirty. Every- 
one has had a wonderful time. The 
Lord’s presence is felt and His voice 
seems to speak softly to each heart, 
“Well done, good and faithful servant.”

This typical Saturday with our young 
people will give you an idea of the im- 
portant work carried on by this Home 
Mission. It is somewhat difficult to un- 
derstand Home Missions. Most people 
think of missionary work as carrying 
the Gospel across the seas to other parts 
of the world. We forget, however, that 
there are 600,000 Puerto Ricans in 
New York, not counting the thousands 
of Latin Americans from other Spanish- 
speaking countries. 


The large share of these people come 
to the United States with great hopes 
for a better future. They are, for the 
most part, from the rural class or labor- 
ers. They come to a completely new 
environment. The difference in culture, 
climate and language works many hard- 
ships on them. 


You are probably asking the same 
question many others have asked when 
confronted by this problem: “Why do 
so many of these people come to the 
mainland in the first place?” 


For the same reason that all our fore- 
fathers did: because they believe our 
great country to be the one nation un- 
der God that offers the liberty and op- 
portunity to utilize a person’s abilities 
and talents to the maximum. 


The housing problem is probably the 
most difficult. The local authorities are 
in a daze. They don’t know what to do. 
Unscrupulous landlords have taken ad- 
vantage of this tragic situation. They

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charge outrageous rents for nothing but 
holes. 


Families of six or seven people sleep 
in one room with no ventilation, old 
dilapidated furniture and a dangerous 
gas stove stuck in a corner. For this, 
they will pay twenty to twenty-five dol- 
lars a week. It is impossible for them 
to sleep out doors because of the differ- 
ence in climate. 


The language barrier is something 
else again! How can these Spanish- 
speaking people communicate with 
other individuals who speak a different 
tongue? How can they find jobs when 
prospective employers look on them 
with suspicion because of their lan- 
guage? 





Thousands live in fear and poverty. | 
They cannot go back to their own lands | 
for they have sold everything they pos- 
sessed in order to come to the land of 
hope and promise. 


As we visit with these people, our 
hearts ache within us. We feel their 
misery and pain and we pray, “Oh 
Lord, what can we do for them?” 


Herein lies the greatest opportunity 
for the work of Home Missions. The 
need for Spanish-English speaking 
leaders is a matter of public knowledge. 
Government agencies, hospitals and 
schools need them. 


We, the bilingual workers, face a 
tremendous challenge. We must reach 
these newcomers and acquaint them 
with the facilities of the city and how 
to utilize them. We must help them 
get settled and persuade them to enroll 
in the English courses offered in the 
evening schools. We must encourage 
them to overcome the difficult language 


barrier. We must stir their dormant ' 


ambition for survival. 


On the civic side, we must have an 
orientation room where records of city 
facilities can be kept on hand to give 
to the many hundreds of people who 
come to us every week for help.

MISS KELLEMS delivered an address 

before the Los Angeles Rotary Club 
on February 20, 1948, which attracted 
nation-wide attention. She announced 
that her factory in Westport, Connec- 
ticut, would defy the Government by 
refusing to deduct, and pay Withhold- 
ing Tax, from the pay of its employees. 


Prosecution was invited in order to 
bring a test case before the courts. She 
denounced the law as “illegal, immoral 
and unconstitutional.” 


Not until May of the same year did 
the Department of Internal Revenue 
act. Four agents swooped down, de- 
manding payment of the taxes she had 
refused to take out of the envelopes of 
the people on her payroll. 


They knew that the employees had 
themselves paid the tax, but to demon- 
strate their toughness and at the same 
time teach the “cantankerous female” 
a lesson, they demanded the full 
amount as a penalty for refusing to

make the deductions. Despite the fact 
that no court order had been issued, 
they succeeded in intimidating her 
banker into surrendering $1,685.40 of 
company funds. 


The performance was repeated again 
a few months later, at which time the 
haul amounted to $6,100.00. 


Agents for the Government had evi- 
dently neglected to investigate Miss Kel- 
lems’ background. Had this been done, 
they would have discovered that she 
was no novice in tax matters. 


Todav, she can look back upon school 
years devoted to earning an M.A. at 
Oregon State University, a Ph.D. at 
Columbia, majoring in Economics ... 
and of all things for a young woman, 
specializing in taxation! 

Rupert Hughes says: “When, there- 
fore, the Internal Revenue Department 
sent four of its roughest and toughest 
agents to teach this crazy woman in a 
Connecticut village the rudiments of 
taxation, they were as startled as the 
hunter who goes out to inspect his 
squirrel trap and finds a grizzly bear 
there.” 

Agents for the Government soon 
found themselves on the defensive, in a 
legal battle of great historical impor- 
tance. Miss Kellems brought action in 
Federal District Court and succeeded in 
winning a refund of her money illegal- 
ly confiscated at the bank.

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “GOSPEL.” 


This word means the good news, or 
the glad intelligence. It is so called 


because it contains the glad annuncia- 
tion that sin may be pardoned, and the 
soul saved. 


What truths lie concealed in this 
Scripture, as in a kaleidoscope! The 
gospel being its focal point, several 
easy turns bring into clearest view some 
of the most precious things of our 
Christian faith. 


The first turn presents its efficacy: 
“It is ... power.” This expression 
means that it is the way in which God 
exerts his power in the salvation of 
men. It is the efficacious or mighty 
plan, by which power goes forth to save, 
and by which all the obstacles of man’s 
redemption are taken away. 


The second turn unfolds its divinity: 
“It is the power of God.” This expres- 
sion implies that it is God’s plan, or 
His appointment. It is not the device of 
man. It is not merely the instrument by 
which God exerts his power, but it has 
an inherent adaptedness to the end; it 
is fitted to accomplish salvation to man 
so that it may be denominated power. 


The third turn reveals its object: “It 
is the power of God unto salvation.” 
This word means complete deliverance 
from sin and death, and all the foes 
and dangers that beset man. It cannot 
imply anything less than eternal life. 


The fourth turn sets forth its impar- 
tiality. “It is the power of God unto 
salvation to every one.” This express- 
es the condition, or the terms, on which 
salvation is conferred through the gos- 
pel. It is not indiscriminately to all 
men, whatever may be their character. 
It is only to those who confide or trust 
in it; and it is conferred on all who 
receive it in this manner. 


The fifth turn explores the condition- 
ality: “It is the power of God unto sal- 
vation to every one that believeth.” All 
men know what faith is. It is exercised 
when we confide in a parent, a friend, 
a benefactor. It is such a reception of 
a promise, a truth, or a threatening, as 
to suffer it to make its appropriate im- 
pression on the mind, and such as to 
lead us to act under its influence, or to 
act as we should on the supposition that 
it is true.

The just man is the righteous man 
—the man who is right, right with God, 
with man, with his environments, with 
himself. And faith is what keeps a man 
right in every department of life. A 
man can only live rightly as he lives 
by faith. 


Near the splendid church of St. John 
de Lateran is the famous Scala Sancta, 
or Sacred Stair, supposed to have been 
brought from Jerusalem — the same 
steps down which our Saviour walked 
from Pilate’s hall of judgment to the 
hill of Calvary.

ial of Christ as being for us. We are 
not baptized into His example, or His 
life, but into His death. We hereby 
confess that all our salvation lies in 
that which we accept as having been in. 
curred on our account. 


It is an acknowledgment of our own 
death in Christ. Our burial with Christ 
means not only that He died for us, 
but that we died in Him, so that our 
death with Him needs a burial with 
Him. 

“We are buried with Him.” Our text 
must have had a very forcible meaning 
in Paul’s time. An average Roman of 
that period was a man accustomed to 
the amphitheater. Taught in such a 
school, he was cruel to the last degree, 
and ferocious in the indulgence of his 
passions. 

A depraved man was not regarded 
as being at all degraded; not only 
nobles and emperors, but the public 
teachers were impure. When those who 
were regarded as moral were corrupt, 
you may imagine what the immoral 
were. 

See here a Roman converted by the 
grace of God! What a change is in him. 
His neighbors say, “You were not at 
the amphitheater this morning.” “No,” 
he replies, “I am totally dead to it. If 
you were to force me to be there, I 
must shut my eyes, for I could not look 
on murder committed in sport.” 


The Christian did not resort to places 
of licentiousness; he was dead to such 
filthiness. The fashions of the age were 
such that Christians could not consent 
to them, and so they became dead to 
society. 

On the cattle ranches of the West the 
unbranded calves that roam at large are 
known as mavericks. They are claimed 
by the man who is the first to get his 
brand on them at the annual round-up.

(2) THE KEY VERSE IS I COR- 
INTHIANS 10:21. 


“Ye cannot drink the cup of the Lord, 
and the cup of devils: ye cannot be par- 
takers of the Lord’s table, and of the 
table of devils.” 


This does not mean that the early 
believers had no physical ability to 
drink of the cup of the Lord, or that it 
was a natural impossibility, for they 
certainly had power to do it. What 
Paul meant was that they could not 
consistently do it. 


It was not fit, proper or decent. They 
were solemnly bound to serve and obey 
Christ; they had devoted themselves to 
Him; and they could not, consistently 
with these obligations, join in the wor- 
ship of demons. This is a striking in- 
stance in which the word cannot is used 
to denote not natural but moral inabil- 


ity. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: JESUS’ USE 
OF SYMBOLS SIMPLIFIES HIS 
GREAT SPIRITUAL TRUTHS. 


Jesus is regarded as the master 
Teacher. His use of parables and meta- 
phors simplified His great spiritual 
truths so that any and all could under- 
stand. Even His miracles were object 
lessons, showing by His power and 
compassion in the physical world what 
He could and would do in the realm of 
the spiritual. 


The same is true of Christian bap- 
ism and the Lord’s Supper, the two 
ordinances that He ordained. Jesus took 
some of the simplest features of the 
material world and used them to teach 
the great facts of the Gospel. 


Consider the death, burial and resur-

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “BELIEVED.” 


The most widely accepted statement

seen it, and the earth did not move, for 
he had been standing on it all the time. 


“T know what I see,” he said triumph- 
antly. “And I believe Daddy,” said his 
brother. So mankind divides still — 
some accepting only what their senses 
reveal to them, the others believing the 


Word of God. 
. (2) THE KEY VERSE IS JOHN 20:28. 


‘And Thomas answered and said un- 


to him, My Lord and my God.” 


Partings are painful, but the bereave- 
ment of the ten disciples was over. And 
now the restored fellowship of Christ 
brought Thomas peace. He rejoiced in 
Christ Who, though He was dead, was 
alive again, and crowned with glory 
and honor. 


Friends rise in our estimation as we 
know them better. Love is tested by 
trial. Suffering and death reveal the 
soul. Perhaps we never see so clearly 
the greatness of our friend as when he 
is taken from us. 


So it seems to have been with the dis- 
ciples. It was only after the Resurrec- 
tion that they beheld the fulness of His 
glory. What a testimony to the Divine 
greatness of Jesus in this confession! 


In this passage the name God is ex- 
pressly given to Christ, in His own 
presence and by one of His own apos- 
tles. This declaration has been consid- 
ered as a clear proof of the divinity of 
Christ, for the following reasons: 


There is no evidence that this was a 
mere expression of surprise or aston- 
ishment. The language was addressed 
to Jesus Himself. The Saviour did not 
reprove Thomas or check him as using 
any improper language. Instead, He 
proceeded immediately to commend 
Thomas for believing. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: WE ARE AS- 
SURED OF VICTORY BECAUSE 
ONE WAS VICTORIOUS. 


Some years ago there lived in Lon- 
don two Frenchmen who had long been 
friends. In the course of time one of 
them decided to become a British sub- 
ject, and took the proper steps toward 
that end. He sought to persuade his 
friend to do likewise, but in vain. 


A day or two after receiving his final 
papers this man met his friend and 
told him the news. The Frenchman re- 
marked: “You look to me just the same 
as you did the last time I saw you. Do 
you feel any different?” 


“I can’t say that I do,” the new Eng- 
lishman replied. Then he added, “There 
is this difference: Yesterday Waterloo 
was a defeat; today it is a victory.” 


It may be that when we become 
Christians we do not look any different 
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to our friends. Yet we are different. 
Yesterday we lived in defeat, subject 
to Satan, his slave. But today we live 
in victory — the victory of the cruci- 
fied and risen Christ! 


LESSON NUMBER FIVE

THE ISRAELITES 
IN BONDAGE 


Exodus 1:7-22 











EMORY TEXT: “The Lord is on 
my side; I will not fear: what can 
man do unto me?” Psalm 118:6. 


_ The general plan and pattern of the lesson 
is as follows: 
A. The new king in Egypt. Exodus 1:8. 
B. Israelites sorely afflicted. Exodus 1:12. 
C. The king conspires to have all male infants 
slain. Exodus 1:15-16. 
D. The king circumvented. Exodus 1:17. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “AFFLICTED.” 


As most Sunday School students will 
recall, the entire second quarter of 1957 
was devoted to a comprehensive study 
of the book of Genesis. With the lesson 
for today, and continuing through 
June, we return to the Old Testament. 
covering a time span from the slavery 
of the Israelites in Egypt up to the time 
of Samuel. As our lesson opens we find 
the children of Israel being sorely op- 
pressed in the land of bondage. 


Hypothetical offences have generally 
been the ground for the persecution of 
the people of God. It has rarely been 
for a crime proved, but generally for 
a crime possible. And this dynasty, in 
the exercise of what it thought a very 
far-reaching diplomacy, but really a 
very wild and foolish hallucination, de- 
termined to persecute, and gradually 
crush the children of Israel. The re- 
sult proved that the wisdom of man is 


folly with God. 


Whatever is undertaken that has no 
sanction from God, never will have any 
real or permanent success before men. 
Attempt anything, however wise _ it 
looks, yet if it be not inspired by prin- 
ciple, it is a rope of sand — it must 
fall to pieces. Let us therefore ever feel 
that we never can do wisely, unless we 
do well, and that the highest principle 
is ever the purest and best policy. 


The dynasty that succeeded the an- 
cient Pharaoh did not know this. They 
thought they could extirpate God’s peo- 
ple. They might as well have tried to 
blot out the sun from the firmament, or 
the fruits and trees of the earth; for the 
everlasting arms are around all them 
that love and fear God; and they are 
immortal people who are the sons and 


| daughters of the Most High. 
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(2) THE KEY VERSE IS EXODUS 
1:17. 

“But the midwives feared God, and 
did not as the king of E&ypt command- 
ed them, but saved the men children 
alive.” 

They who fear God are superior to 
all other fear. When our notion of au- 
thority terminates upon the visible and 
temporary, we become the victims of 
fickle circumstances; when that notion 
rises to the unseen and eternal, we en- 
joy rest amid the tumult of all that is 
merely outward and therefore perish- 
ing. 

Learn a life lesson from the monu- 
ment to Lord Lawrence in Westminster 
Abbey. Of all the memorials there, you 
will not find one that gives a nobler 
thought. Simply his name, and the date 
of his death, and these words: 


“He feared man so little, because he 
feared God so much.” 


Here is one great secret of victory. 
Walk ever in the fear of God. Set God 
ever before you. Let your prayer be 
that of the Rugby boy, John Laing Bick- 
ersteth, found locked up in his desk 
after his death: “O God, give me cour- 
age that I may fear none but Thee.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THOUGH 
GOD’S PEOPLE MAY BE REDUCED 
TO SLAVERY. HE IS WITH THEM. 


We are told that despite the long 
time they had been in Egypt, deprived 
of their land of promise till it had be- 
come only a dream, the children of 
Israel grew and flourished under the 
deliberate affliction imposed upon 
them. 

There must have been an element of 
miracle in this, though it could not 
be discerned. In several ways, this land 
of promise has had a spiritual symbol- 
ism. 

The early Christians, whose inner ex- 
perience of soul rest was symbolized by 
Canaan, had some turbulent times in 
deliberate persecution. There was an 
express purpose to destroy them, after 
Paul had written those inspired words, 
still representative of everyone’s shield: 


“We know that all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love God, 
to them who are the called according 
to his purpose.” (Higley’s Commen-
